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U.S.  dry  pea  exports  reached  107,516  metric  tons  (2.4  million  bags)  in  the 
marketing  year  ended  July  31,  1964.  This  total  was  almost  the  same  as 
last  year's  107,428  tons.  It  was  88  percent  larger,  however,  than  the 
1955-59  average  export  of  57,221  metric  tons. 


Five  countries  --  the  United  Kingdom,  Venezuela,  Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Canada,  in  that  order  — took  more  than  75  percent  of  the  total  pea 
exports.  The  other  25  percent  was  distributed  among  more  than  57  other 
destinations,  the  largest  among  which  were  Trinidad,  Italy,  and  Belgium. 
Each  of  the  latter  took  approximately  3,000  tons. 


The  large  exports  of  1963-64  included  52,500  tons  of  green  Alaska  peas, 
approximately  27,0001'  tons  of  yellow  peas,  17,0001'  tons  of  lentils, 
and  10,000  tons  of  seed  peas. 


The  export  of  Alaska  peas  reached  a new  all  time  high  record  for  commercial 
exports  in  1963-64,  at  5 2,500  tons  compared  with  44,000  tons  the  year 
before  and  34,000  for  the  1955-59  average.  The  increase  was  principally 
the  result  of  greatly  increased  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom  which  took 
13,000  tons  more  than  the  average  and  the  European  Common  Market  which 
took  5,842  tons  more  than  the  average.  Peru  and  Japan  also  took  unusually 
large  quantities  of  Alaska  peas. 

There  was  a decline  in  the  export  of  yellow  peas  from  34,300  tons  in  1962-63 
to  27,847  in  1963-64.  Indeed,  this  year's  export  of  yellow  peas  was  the 
lowest  in  the  past  four  years.  It  was,  however,  40  percent  above  the 
1955-59  average  for  yellow  peas.  Figures  for  yellow  peas  are  based  on 
unofficial  data.J/ 

Yellow  pea  exports  dropped  sharply  in  1963-64  to  Western  Europe  (non-EEC), 
and  to  Japan  and  Canada.  Some  of  the  drop  shown  for  EEC  (Western  Germany 
in  particular)  was  in  lentils.
